FIRE. 

A  forest  fire  has  been  raging  in  the 
vicinity  of  Beechwoods  five  days. 
Already  two  hundred  acres  of  wood- 
land have  been  burned  over,  and  still 
at  the  time  of  writing  (Sth)  the  dames 
are  continuing  tn  their  devastating 
career.  Large  number  of  men  are  at 
work  night  and  day  battling  the  flames, 
with  however  but  little  cffecL  Unless 
rain  comes  at  once  the  damage  will 
be  enormous. 

KXTRVT  OF  THK  FtRK. 

The  flames  broke  out  near  the 
Beech  wood  church  Tuesday  (atM  and 
fanned  by  a  strong  wind,  continued 
with  unabating  vigor  through  Wed- 
nesday destroying  everything  in  its 
track.  Thursday  m  oming  the  wind 
changed;  the  fire  was  driven  toward 
this  village  which  it  reached  about  9 
o'clock.  People  were  taken  by 
prise,  nevertheless  no  time  could 

Soon  100  men,  mostly  from  the 
boot  and  shoe  factories,  were 
scene.  Now  began  a  battle  with  the 
flames.  The  file  was  in  a  forest 
near  Mr.  Loring  Litchfield's  house  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  railroad  track. 

1  good  material.  Large  pine 
trees,  beautiful  cedars,  proud  oak 
ilikc  yielded  to  the  igneous  clement. 
Finally,  after  two  hours  ol  hard  labor, 
the  men  assisted  by  Independence 
o.  1  of  Cohasset,  succeeded  in  check 
g  the  flames  to  wi.e  extent.  How- 
ever only  temporary.  Fires  kept 
breaking  out  in  different  places  and 
was  with  great  difficulty  they  were 
subdued.  But  constant  hard  work 
soon  told  the  story.  Just  as  soon  as 
the  llamcs  reached  the  railroad  track 
they  were  extinguished.  Thus  ended 
the  part  of  the  fire  that  visited  Sciluatc. 

No  sooner  had  the  excitement  abat- 
ed, than  an  alarm  from  Beech  wood 
was  received  that  fire  which  threatened 
the  destruction  of  buildings  were  In 
progress.

Mr.  Uaunoo  worked  scTcral  days 
unearthing  the  skeleton,  which  prated  to 
that  of  a  human  being,  whose  height  was 
twelre  feet  The  html  through  tho  temple 
was  twain  inches;  from  tho  lower  part  of 
tho  skull  at  the)  back  was  fifteen  inches,  and 
the  circumference  forty  inches.  The  ribs 
were  nearly  f oar  feet  long  and  ono  and  three- 
quarter  inches  wide.  The  thigh  bones  were 
thirty  inches  long  and  largo  in  proportion. 
When  the  earth  was  removed  tho  ribs  stood 
op  high  enough  to  enable  a  man  to  crawl  in 
and  explore  the  interior  of  the  skeleton,  turn 
around  and  oobm  oat  with  ease.

Oznola's  Letter,  >'o.  XV. 

Philadelphia  Markets  and  Mar- 
keting. 

Philadelphia,  Sept  7,  I8S3. 
Mr.  Editor. 

I  think  it  interesting  to  most  persons  to 
henr  how  others,  and  particularly  those 
beyond  tbeir  own  locality,  live,— what 
y  eat,  and  what  they  drink;  also,  aud 
perhaps  especially,  to  know  the  character 
and  appearance  or  the  places  in  which  .the 
necessaries  of  life  are  bought  and  sold.  It 
has  been  said  that  there  Is  no  better  place 
learn  and  understand  a  people  or  a 
intrr,  than  their  public  markets.  With 
s  thought,  I  now  write  ia  a  cursory  way, 
sumo  Impressions  of  Philadelphia's  mar- 
ji,  and  marketing.  When  ono  reflects 
what  tho  daily  marketing  for  a  million 
of  people  really  moans,  it  becomes  of  mncb 
greater  importance,  for  how  few  of  us  real- 
ize, when  we  speak  of  "n  million,"  tbe  Im- 
meluity  of  tho  number  that  the  term  Im- 
plies, for  instance,  a  million  of  men  placed 
ile  by  side,  each  occupying  a  space  of 
ighleen  Inches,  would  form  n  line 
about  two  hundred  and  eighty-four  miles 
long,  nod  If  this  nnmbcr  of  persons  were 
to  pass  before  us  as  fast  at  one  conld  coant, 
paid  lequlre  not  less  than  six  weeks  of 
constant  counting,  to  number  them  all. 
Therefore,  In  speaking  of  Philadelphia 
marketing,  I  now  mcau  simply  tho  maimer 
hy  which  tho  necessary  supply  of  tood  for 
the  dully, wants  of  such  0  multitude  as  this 
distributed  to  tho  ponple,  wiihoat  at- 
tempting to  speak  in  detail  of  what  Is 
bought  and  sold.  Some  years  ngo,  when  I 
first  becamo  a  resident  of  Phlludelphlu,  tho 
"  portiou  of  a  largo  number  of  tho 
Ireetsoflho  city  were  exclusively 
occupied  by  public  market  houses,  built, 
owacd  aud  controlled  by  tbo  city;  cooslsl- 
Ingof  long,  narrow,  ons-«tory  buildings, 
o|M>n  at  tho  sides,  placod  directly  In  the 
centro  of  tho  street,  tho  entire  length  of 
square,  or  about  flvo  hundred  leol 
long  be;  ween  tho  principal  Intersecting 
street,  and  often  continued  for  a  number  of 
squares  In  succession.  These  houses,  divi- 
ded Into  rcctlous  and  sub-dlvldcd  into 
"stalls,"  wore  (and  are  still  In  the  out- 
skirts) rented  to  fanners  and  hucksters, 
mihj -ct  to  tho  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
city,  for  the  salo  of  meats,  fisli,  provisions, 
fruit,  vegetable*  and  tho  llko—  Woduesiliiy 
and  Saturday  of  each  week,  being  tho  uni- 
versally ackiinwlodgcd  "markot  days," 
whon,  In  tho  early  morning  h-foro  light 
thn  fanners  of  tho  surrounding  country, 
and  others  who  routed  places,  brought  in 
wlinU  vcr  they  hail  to  sell  and  arranged  tho 
same  In  tholr  respective  stalls,  on  which 
wcro  pined  raodisst  slgus,  with  the  name, 
number  nnd  residence  of  tho  oceupuni.
